SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: JULY, 1963 


Rainfall: The long spell of relatively dry months came to an end in July, 1963 with most districts recording falls above normal. 
The Burnie-Devonport area and the East Coast hill country experienced mean rainfall 200 percent of normal while 150-200 percent 
was experienced on the Southeast Coast (including Hobart) and the coastal Northwest. The rest of the State recorded means 100-150 
percent of normal except for the West Coast mountain area with falls only 60-80 percent of normal. 


The area near Burnie received 12 inches, around Smithton 8, and around Ringarooma 7. By contrast, Hamilton recorded only 
0.8 in the Upper Derwent Valley and Melrose 1.4 in the Midlands. Most of the Midland and Derwent pastoral areas received 1.5 to 3 
inches. 


Temperature: Mean maxima varied from 1° to 2° below normal except for the Derwent Valley area where they were slightly 
above. In coastal towns, typical mean maxima were 54° in the North and 51° in the South. The highest temperature for any one day 
(62°) was recorded twice at Bicheno. 


Ete 4 E. : : : . 9° 

Mean minima were generally 1° to 2° above normal except for the West and Southern districts where negative departures of 1-2 
were recorded. Typical mean minima were Hobart 40°, Launceston 37°, Devonport 39° and St. Helens 37°. The lowest temperature 
for any one day (20°) was recorded at Bothwell. 


Frosts and Snow: Frosts were severe in inland and elevated areas. No heavy snowfalls occurred but moderate falls were reported 
in all highland areas on the 9th; the Midlands Highway was closed to traffic. Light falls occurred again on the 20th, 21st, 23rd and 
27th, the main areas affected being the Central Plateau and Southern Highlands. 


Pastures and Crops: Pastures showed general improvement except in the Derwent and Midlands districts where more rain 
was needed. Cereal and forage crops were also showing improvement.
